Just briefly, I have now met personally with all the Commissioners in my portfolio and the 
AG and asked about their issues. I also mentioned the idea from the meeting laBt week 
with Commissioner Monegan of forming a Criminal Justice Working Group or Commission. I 
think it would be similar to the group formed by Governor Hickel by an Administrative 
Order back in 1993. I have a meeting scheduled for next week to follow up with the Lt. 
Governor . 
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Also, a few positive things happened last week. The court caae against the state related 
to the Anchorage jail and prisoner transport settled out of court by agreement of the 
attorneys. Documents should be filed with the court soon. The municipality and the State 
can now get back to working together, 



DOT and the City of Ketchikan were locked in a nasty dispute over road and utility work on 
the main road in Ketchikan, with POT threatening to shut down the project if the city did 
not approve payment of another $775,000 for change orders. We managed to get everyone to 
agree to finish the project and sort out who pays later. The project should be completed 
in another week or 10 days. 



I am working on a Gravina strategy and will meet with Mike again on Monday. A majority of 
my time so far has been spent meeting with DOT personnel and frankly, trying to find out 
exactly what issues are lying out there, what projects, items, they are working on, 
deadlines for action, and bringing some of them to the attention of the COS. (For 
example, the State's first Highway Safety Plan is due to the feds frora the State on Oct. 
1, and DOT' s draft has some items in it (mandatory motorcycle helmets, now that will cause 
some controversy and would impact the state budget - a new state highway safety team) .

On Monday, he asked whether the Department of Law had conducted an 
investigation of the PPT votes last session. In response, we sent the 
following statement in writing on Wednesday: 

The Department of Law requested access to the evidence gathered by the 
Federal Bureau of investigation. That access was denied. We do not 
wish to hamper their investigations or prosecutions . In the meantime, 
we continue to monitor the evidence presented in the trials. 
Nevertheless, we do not comment on investigations. 

In this case, the public does have the plea agreements and testimonlals 
from Rick Smith and Bill Allen.

There were obviously some lawmakers engaging 
in aetivities their fellow lawmakers did not condone regarding the oil 
taxes and we have many fine Alaskans serving in our Legislature.

A majority of my time so tar has 
been spent meeting with DOT personnel and frankly, trying to find out exactly what issues are lying out there, 
what projects, rtems, they are working on, deadlines for action, and bringing some of them to the attention of the 
COS. (For example, the State's first Highway Safety Plan is due to the feds from the State on Oct 1 , and DOTs 
draft has some items in it (mandatory motorcycle helmets, now that will cause some controversy and would 
impact the state budget - a new state highway safety team).

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Statewide Correspondence Programs & State Supportcd Home School Support Issues 

• In the spring of 1 998, the Alaska Legislature passed the new public school 
runding formula. Included in the legislation was funding for school districts that 
operatcd correspondence programs outside of their districts' boundaries, on a 
statewide basis. The legislation did not provide the department with guidance 
pertaining to the operation of these programs. 

• Many of these statewide correspondence programs have developed and grown 
into what is known as state-supported home school programs. 

• In the fail of 1 998, the State Board of Bducation adopted regulation establishing 
an application proccss for public schools districts that elected to operate statewide 
correspondence programs. 

• As these programs evolved, additional regulation were adopted to provide school 
districts with guidance in the operation of these programs. Absent specific 
legislative direction, the State Board assumed responsibility to establish 
guidelines for appropriate use of publib funding by these programs. 

• Alraost all of these programs provide families with a reimbursement allotment, 
for each enrolled student, which can be used to purchase supplies, materials, 
tutors, and other educational expenses. 

• Allotments for each child range from $1 ,200 to $2,000, depending on the child's 
grade level. 

• School districts are funded $4,304 per student enrolled in correspondence 
programs which is 80% of the base student allocation and is set in law. 

• The department asked for guidance from the Legislature in 2004, for the passage 
of legislation that defines acceptable and appropriate use of public fiinds in the 
cash allotments, for these programs. The legislature suggested EED work with 
school districts and parents to resolve issues. 

• In 2004, in response to many public and private complaints from Alaskan's about 
how the cash allotments were being spent, and at the remiest of the Alaska State 
Legislature, the Department of Education & Eariy Development promulgated 
regulations that would identify appropriate expenditures for the cash allotments. 

• EED received documented reports of allotment funding being spent on family 
vacations, eritire famiiy health club mcmberships, water park passes, the purchase 
of animals, cameras, sewing raachines, athlctic shoes and other items that family 
members were not expected to retum at the end of the course of study in the 
statewide correspondence program. 
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• EED can see the educationai benefits when courses are linked to Alaska standards 
but the general public do es n' t when funds are used in a questionable marmer. 

• It was also documented that some programs allowed the cash allotments to be 
used totally on music lessons, sports camps, art lessons, and other elective 
courses. In many instances, studcnts were enrolled in no core academic 
programs. 

• The State Board of Education & Earty Development adopted regulations that 
required students to enroll in at least 50% core academic courses. 

• Families may use up to 15% of their allotment ($807) for art, music and physical 
education. This amount is based on 15% of the state's foundation base student 
allocation, whtch is $5,380. 

• This state imposed cap allows individuals to spend between 40-67% of their cash 
allotment on non core academic programs depending on the individual student 
allotment. 

• EED highly values and supports home school programs and programs of choice. 
EED does not oppose families purchasing and using religious materials on their 
own. The state just can't pay for it. 

• EED supports dual enrollment in community schools and correspondence 
programs when it provides the maximum benefit for the students. 

• Some community schools have music and art in group settings but students in 
community schools don't enjoy the benefit of private one on one lessons. 

• EED supports the traditionai home schoolers as weil as those that utilize the state 
supported home schooling programs operated by districts. Families that enroll in 
state support home schooling program must understand that once they accept 
public monies there will be strings and limitations attached. 
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
